The desire of Edmonton citizens and 
members of the legisialure to see and 
hear Sir Gilbert Parker at the luncheon 
given In his honor by the Canadian 
club at the Corona hotel today was al- 
most the undoing of John Blue, secre- 
tary of the club, who had charge of 
the function. 

Arrangements liad been made to ac- 
commodate 75 guests, but when 4 
o'clock drew near it was apparent ‘that 
there would be a much greater demand 
for tickets than had heen. anticipat- 
ed. 

A -hurry-up. order was sent Into the 
dining-room to prepare for at Jeast 100 
persons, By the time the 100. had 
filed into the dining-0om there were 
a score or more: demanding ‘tickets. 

Many of these were men who have 
earned the right to be present on such 
decasions and could. hardly be turned 
down, So-Mr.- Blue held another con- 
sultation with the head waiter, and af- 
ter: some — skilful manoeuvering 120 
guests finally sat down to the repast. 

‘There wero -others who. arrived lat- 
er,_but went away disappointed when 
told that ‘that there was absolutely no 
more room.

At the close of Mr. Parker's address, 
Dr. Dyde proposed 'the vote of thanks 
which was sgoonded by Colonel Ed- 
wards, 

After an absence of eight years Sir 
Gilbert Parker arrived in the city yes- 
terday for a‘short stay, and witnessed 
the opening of the first session of the 
third legislature of the province, 

Naturally, during a period of elght 
years the city has changed and ex- 
panded considerably, and Sir Gilbert 
could not help but express surprise at 
the marvelous development of the capi- 
tal city of Alberta since he saw it last 
In 1905. 

The prices of property have advanc- 
ed some 40, some 15 times over the 
amount he could have purchased them 
for on his former visit and he acunrt- 
{ed that he was not golng out this time 
without obtaining a good piece — of 
land, 

He paid a glowing tribute to the 
stateliness ‘and solidity of the home of 
the legislative body and sald the pro- 
minence of the building was second 
only to 'the parliament buildings at Ot- 
tawa, 

As Regards Immlgration, 

Sir Glibent had much to say con- 
cerning the immigration problem, re- 
lating both to the mother country and 
io Canada. He is rather astride ‘the 
fence on this matter, as he is a.Canad- 
Jan by birth, but has been a resident of 
England for many years. He has a 
definite {dea of a policy which should 
be formed and says there should be co- 
operation between the two countries to 
get the best possible results,

LOREBURN'S ACTION 
ANNOYING ASQUITH 


Premier Did Not Receive Any 
Hint that-the Ulster Plan 
Was Coming, 


London, Sept. 471—Premier Asquith 
is freely ‘stated in government circles 
to be more than annoyed al the inter- 
vention of Lord Loreburn fn the Irish 
government controversy without any 
previous hint to himself. While he 
continues desirous of receiving. any 
suggestions of practical policy~ which 
would tend to reassure and safeguard 
Ulster protestantism, he holds that as 
the cabinet has placed their plan fully 
before parliament and the country, any 
alternative for an amended plan should 
‘te made equally clear, He will not 
consent to the idea of a conference un- 
less upon preliminary basis for a set- 
tlement which ts far more definite 
than any unionist ina responsible posi- 
tion has yet put forward. 

If he did, indeed, so consent, the 
fighting element in his party would 
drop away from him while he would 
alienate the nationalists for all time. 

It is significant that John Redmond 
remains silent. If there had been the 
least sign of yielding on the part of 
the cabinet he would have been fou 
Teady to speak and very plainly.

Albany, N. Y., Sept. 17.—Acting 
Governor Glynn and legislative leaders 
were none too hopeful today that a suf- 
ficient number of assemblymen. would 
be present tonight when the state leg- 
islature is to reconvene to put through 
the financlal-program. .The state faces 
a very serious financial embarrassment 
unless the revenue bills and appropria- 
tions for bond interest are passed. 


Many of the present assemblymen 
were unsuccessful in obtaining nomin- 
ations as candidates for re-election and

A league was formed . to foster the 
Plan, @ permanent secretary was appointed, 
and two committees, an advisory committea 
and a ways and means committees appointed 
to procure means to carry on the work, 

For several» weeks sflenry J. Roche has 
beon maki a personal canvas of the bust- 
ness men of the city to sound the eoaniier| ie 
regarding this Jatest move, and the meeting 
was the result of-his éfforts, He was ap- 
pointed permanent secfetary of the organ- 
ization, which 1s to he-known as the Civic 
Government league, and he also was ap- 
pointed chairman of the advisory commit- 
tec, 

The meeting convened at 11 o'clock, and 
in a few words Mr. Rocks explained the 
purpose of the gathering, He believed all 
present were, aware of the policy of the 
commission form of government, and stated 
that there were no: axes to-grind in this 
hew organization, na prsty politics and that 
the league courted tieMillestpublicity re- 
garding their movements, 

No candidates were In sight yet for any 
of the positions at the head of the civic 
government and that would be lett for the 
league to decide later, Mr, Noche sald he 
thad. Interviewed personally over’ 100 men 
In the city, who, while they did not all 
agree with the commission form of govern- 
ment, agreed that it was well to consider a 
change, 

Namo Is Selected. ; 

The name Good Government League was 
first suggested as sultable for the league, 
but Alex. Stuart said that he belleved that 
4 more suitable one could be chosen, This 
name might lead to the bellef that tho 
league was not satisfied with the way 
things were being run in the city at the 
present time, and he was sure that no one 
wanted to convey that impression, After 
some further discussion the name of Civic 
Government league was adopted. 

During the course of the meeting it was 
explained that the new form of governn- 
ment would consist of five commissioners, 
of which the mayor would be one, that the 
aldermante board would be abolished, and 
that the tnitsative, referendum and recall 
would prevail, Mr, Stuart sald he was not 
in favor of jumping at the recall, although 
he was in favor of the first two objects 
of tha league, and thought the soclety 
should consider further before taking this 
step, and was the only one * who voted 
against the motion. 

A- motion was put to the meeting and 
passed unanimously that tlic advisory com- 
mittee be instructed to prepare a petition 
to be presented t the mayor and alder- 
men requesting. that they authorize the 
taking of a plebiscite at the next election to 
ascertain whether or not the electors were 
{n favor of a commission form of govern- 
ment which embodies selective elected 
commissioners, initiative, referendum and 
reall, 

The secretary was instructed to arrange 
for a meeting within the next two weeks at 
which speakers arranged for before hand 
should address the gathering on the dif- 
ferent and best forms of government by 
commission and to mako arrangements for 
an education campatgn to fully enlighten 
the people of the city as to the alms and 
purposes of the new league,

The report of the commission ‘ap- 
pointed by the Alberta government to 
dnvestigate agnicultural credit, with the 
view of obtaining cneaper money for 
the farmers of this province, will 
scarcely be ready in time for consid- 
oration at the present session. The 
question {s one of such magnitude and 
importance that haste would be dang- 
erous. The Alberta commission, which 
was aMliated with those of several oth- 
er states, acted with commendable 
speed and rovered the ground thor- 
oughly, Dut ‘the subject is much too 
large to permit of hurrying. 

“A committee of seven was appoint- 
ed by the Joint commissions, {o  as- 
semble the data and submit a general 
report to all the commissions," ex- 
plained Dr. Tory, chairman of the Al- 
berta commission, ‘Until this commit- 
tea concludes Its work, which may be 
by the middle of November, it wili be 
almost Impossible for us to make a 
complete report. We could, of course, 
make a report of our own in time for 
consideration at the present session, If 
we were crowded, but we would much 
prefer to await. the findings of the 
cominittea, 

“Only those who have investigated 
the subject can appreciate Sts magni- 
tude, It Is not something that can be 
disposed of ina day. 'Me special com- 
mittee of seven, Which is acting for all 
countries participating in the investiza- 
tion, will report fully to all of us and 
each individual commission will use 
this report as a basis, This will in- 
sure uniformity of action and hetter 
results, I wish we could report to 
the legislature right now, but prema- 
ture, action upon a question of this 
character would, in my opinion, be un- 
wise. When we do submit a report it 
will be complete in detail and worth 
something to the province, I hope.”

LORD GREY’S BUILDING 
SCHEME GOING TO FAIL 


Idea of Having ‘all. ‘the Overseas Do- 
minions’ Offices Housod Together 
WII Come to Nothing. 

London, Sept. 17.—There is every 
indication that Lord Grey's scheme to 
erect a group of buildings in which 
will be housed the -London offices of 
the overseas Dominions on a stte be- 
tween Aldwych and the Strand will 
come to nothing. The South African 
authorities recently obtained offlees on 
a long term. British Columbla has de- 
clded on_a site In the west of London, 
and. Ontario has taken quarters in the 
Strand. With regard to the offices of 
the high commissioner it is stated that 
a Westminster site {s being consid- 
ered, 

Lord Strathcona says that Aldwych 
as an alternative is not being consid- 
ered by the Canadian government, that 
Canadian officials hold strong views-as 
to the greater convenience of the 
Westminster site on account of It be- 
Ing iclose ‘to the seat of the imperial 
government and to the colonial of- 
fices, 

Westminster also tends to become 
the seat of the engineering profession 
which is largely concerned wilh the in- 
troduction of capital into new .coun- 
tries. New Zealand does not-intend to 
avail itself of Lord Grey’s proposal. 
In Canadian circles generally the same 
disfavor is felt.. 

‘Lord Grey obtained an option for 
three years at £3,000 yearly, and the 
building agreement would mean an 
ultimate rental -of £50,000, whereas 
Australia’s new offices will only reach 
the total cost of £60,000.

tion. Alberta being one of the greatest game-pro- 
ducing countries in the world, the necessity for dras- 
tic measures haye not heretofore existed, but with 
the steadily increasing population it is evident that 
if the game is to be preserved some new regulations 
and new limits to the bags must be established.

TODAY IN. DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


The first legislative assembly of 
Upper Canada was convened by Major- 
General J, Graves*Simeoe, the lieu- 
tenant-governor of the newly-created 
years ago loday, Sept. 
47,1792. Newark, afterward Niagara, 
Was the first capital of the infant pro- 
vince, and it was there that the law- 
makers gathered for the first session. 
Simeoe’s first preference had been a 
place on the Thames, on the site of the 
present city of London, but this plan 
offered so many diMeulties that it was 
abairdoned, Simcoe was. dissatisfied 
nvith Newark as his capital, howevar, 
of York, 
aftépwara- Toronto, which became the 
seat of government in 1794, The first 
parliament of Lower Canada was held 
in Quebec on-the Des. 17 following the 
convention of the Upper Canada 
assembly, Governor Simcoe, during 
his four years of power, accomplished 
wonders for the development of the 
upper province, which then -had a 
population of only about 50,000. | He 
was among the first to see that an- 
other war with the United States was 
inevitable, and warned {he ‘home 
authorities, He constructed roads 
through the wilderness for the trans- 
port .of troops, offered inducements to 
Joyalists still remaining in the States 
to settle in the province, and in many 
other ways prepared for what he con- 
sidered the certainty of war.

AVIATION’S TOLL OF DEATH 
BEGAN FIVE YEARS AGO TODAY 


This is ‘Selfridge Day,” a day of 
solemn memories for those Dird-men 
who, in the interests of science and 
humanity, or for sport, or money, or 
sheer dare-devil love for danger, are 
engaged in that greatest of modern 
adventures, the conquest of the air. 

It was five. years ago today, at Fort 
Myer, Va., that the name of Lieut. 
Myers was written at the head of the 
now interminable list of those killed in 
aviation accidents, Five years—and 
the roll headed by the gallant army 
ofMicer who was the first martyr to the 
new science of flying has grown into 
scores, and into hundreds, and doubt- 
less will be numbered by thousands 
before the goal fs reached and flying 
has been made -at-least as safe as 
riding on the trains of the New Haven 
railway, 5 < 

Nearly a year passed after the death 
of Selfridge before sviation’s martyr- 
ology gained new names, On Sept 7, 
1909, Eugene Lefebvre was killed at 
Juvissy, France, and on the same! day 
Enea Rossi was kited in Rome while 


Later in the same month Capt, L. F. 
Feroer, the distinguished | French 
pioneer bird-man, was killed at Bou- 
logne. In December A, Fernandez, a 
Spanish aviator-was'added to the list, 
his death being caused by the explosion 
of his motor while in flight, 

The year of 1910 witnessed a great 
increase in the number of aviators, and 
a consequent increase in accidents, 
Large sums were offered for exhibition 
flights at fairs-and exhibitions, and the 
new profession naturally attracted a 
tlass of men who sought to surpass 
each other in feats of recklessness and 
daredevilry. Leon  Delagrange, the 
French aviator who had mage the first 
flight with a passenger, headed the 
{910 list of vielims; Le Blon, Miche- 
lin, Rolls, Chavez, Ralph Johnstone, 
and a score of olhers, were killed dur- 
ing 1910: 

The 1914 aviation fatality list num- 
bered about 75, and brought the. total 
to the hundred mark. Three aviators 
were kiHed in one day, June 48, at 
Pans, On August 16 Badger and 
Johnstone were killed in Chicago. Not 
only America and Europe, but China, 
Brazil, Peru, Cuba, Algeria” and the 
Philippines had thetr victims to the 
world-wide eraze for flying, 

During 1912 the list of dead num- 
hbered over 120. On Sept. 4{ death 
hada fleld day, the list of dead ‘for 
that date including Wiliam Chambers, 
at Binghamton, N, Y.; Lieut, Seibert. 
at Dresden; Paul Peck, at Chicago, and 
Caramolaki, at Palras, Greece. With 
1913 the list has gained momentum, 
and avialion- accidents have become of 
almost daily occurrence, 

Very few aviators abandon the pro- 
fession, desplle its obvious dangers, 
and ét is altogether likely that most of 
the Dird-men of today will “die with 
their boots on." Lincoin Beachey, 
long one of the most daring of the ex- 
hibition flyers, may be an exception to 
the rule, for he resently announced his 
intention of quitting the gaine, Tt was 
Reachey who invented the “dip of 
death,” “the Dutch roll,"t and other 
hazardous feats, and no less than nine 
other aviators lost their lives in at- 
tempting to Improve on these exploits. 

With constant Improvements in. the 
mechanism of flying, and with a 
diminution of pubile interest in exhtbi- 
tion flights, it fs likely that the death 
roll of aviatlon will decrease in the 
years to come. Tt was the dig re- 
muneration, made possible by a morbid 
public, that tempted the bird-men to 
flirt with. death and perform. clownish 
tricks. But Selfridge, the first martyt, 
was ofa different stamp. It was not 
love of lucre, but devotion to science, 
{hat sent him to his death.

He studied law while 
still occupled with journalistic work, 
was admitted to the bar in 41897, and 
two years later went to congress for 
one term. He was comptroller of 
New York state from 1906 to 1908, 
and in the election last Autumn was 
chosen lieutenant-governor. Incident- 
aliy, he is of Irish descent.

Agriculture, art and avocalion, most 
healthy for the individual and most 
profitable for the nation, makes of Al- 
berta, wilh its green fields and its] 
herds of cattle, the ideal country of 
mixed farming, the land of happiness 
and plenty, and one of the granaries of 
the world, Our villages, towns and 
cities depend on the farm for their ere- 
alion, their existence and their main- 
¢enance, and I say tlrat one man on the 
farm, producer of wealth anid material 
prosperity, is worth 100 men living in 
a town ora city. That is a principle 
advocated by all polttical economists 
and recognized in the statute book of 
every country, of every province in the 
matter of representation in the coun- 
ell of the nation. Toronto does not 
have one-fifth of the members of the 
legislature of Ontario, although almost 
one-fifth of the population of the pro- 
vinee of Onlario lives within the walls 
of the great city of Toronto. — Stricl 
representation by population fs neither 
civen to Montreal in the Quebec ‘house, 
nor to Winnipeg {n the Manitoba legis- 
lature, nor to Vancouver in the Brit- 
{sh Columbia legislature, 

Praises are due to the government of 
Alberta for having given {o our rural 
population fair representation and hon- 
est consideration in our legislature, ‘for 
having in its wisdom granted to our 
farmers demonstration ‘farms, schools 
of agriculture, better means of trans- 
portation, easier access to markets, 
telephone lines, protection against the 
elevator magnate, relief against a cer- 
tain class of implement agents who are 
nothing but sharks and pluuderers. 

Foreign capital is necessary In our 
province and while our credit is excel- 
Jent, the difficulty in securing loans at 
certain perlods and the rates of interest 
generally prevailing have made it in- 
cumbent on the liberal party, the friend 
of the people, to take active steps in 
order to obtain cheap money for the 
farmers. : 

Amused at Convention. 

It is amusing to note what took place 
at the convention of the conservatives 
at ted Deer in February 1909. They 
‘vere compelled, just before the ad- 
Journment after a stormy dehate, to 
Insert in thelr programme an ttem 
“Loan to Settlers." And by whom? 
By a group of ant!-Rutherford liberals 
avho had allied themselves, for the 
moment, with the Bennett forces and 
who threatened to withdraw from the 
coalition unless their demands were ac- 
ceded to, to have Included in the 
Joint programme at least one or two 
ideas bearing tho liberal earmark. 

The party of privileges, of combines, 
of:mergers, of monopolies ould nol, 
without grief and shame, stoop to de- 
fend the Interests of the farming com-~- 
munilties, 

If you speak of wider markets for 
our farmers and reduced taxation for 
our common people, the tories wave 
the flag and grow thysterical. 

Ihe tories have not changed. Like 
the Bourbons of old, they have learn- 
ed nothing, they have forgollen nolh- 
ing, They are yel as Selfish, as obsti- 
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nate, as unfalr as were the wonserva- 
lives of 60 years ago. 

In 1849, dissatisfied and growing 
angry at the action of parliament which 
had adopted a dill of indemnity for the 
losers by destruction of property in the 
rebellion of 1837, unable to bear and 
submit to the decision of the miajority, 
the tories got rebellious, mutinous and 
revolutionary themselyes, they threw 
to the winds their principles of devo- 
tion to the British crown and? to the 
British flag, they mobbed Lord Elgin, 
the governor general, the representative 
of the great Queen Victoria, and set fire 
and completely reduced to ashes the 
house of parliament then located in the 
city of Montreal, 

Kinws by a divine right, the tyrants 
of the middle-ages used also to excuse 
their deeds and misdeeds on the 
ground ithat they were unlifre other 
men and therefore not amenable to the 
rules, laws and tribunals of ordinary, 
plain and common humanity. 

Of Destructive Character, 

Ever since 1905 the posilion taken 
by the conservatives in this house and 
in this province has been of a purely 
negative and destructive character. 

“Divide to conquer and destroy for 
revenge" has been their motto. 

It is not their fault if Alberta enjoys 
a fair name the world over, if her re- 
pulation {8 unblemished, if her laws 
stand unrivalled, if she has honest, ef- 
ficient, businesslike administration, if 
her credit {8 high and remains unim- 
paired in the midst of a financial crisis, 

The opposition will not condemn the 
decision of the government to open an 
agency office in the eiy of London 
since {he prime ministers of British Co- 
lumbia ‘and Manitoba are doing — the 
same thing for thelr own provinces. 
Sir Richard McBride is a kind of sa- 
cred Institution for the tory party. He 
may blow hot, he may blow cold. He 
may talk Canadian navy or imperial 
contribution. He is always rignt and 
can do no wrong. I must, however, 
give credit to Mr. McBride for the jeal- 
ous eye he keeps over his provinee in 
repelling outside interference. He is 
master !n his own heme. 

If confederation is to last, there 
must exist a proper division of powers 
and responsibilities between the do- 
minion and the provinces. Each in ils 
sphere must be supreme and no Inter- 
ference by the federal power into what 
properly belongs to the provincial attri- 
butions should be for a moment tol- 
erated, There is the spirit of thé 
British North America Act, the chart- 
er of our liberties. 

Defeated in his purpose of establish- 
ing a legislative union in Canada, Sir 
John A, MacDonald attempted shortly 
after 1867 to gather in the hands of 
the central power unlimited preroga- 
tlves, and to make the provinces insig- 
nificant and secondary bodies. In his 
efforts, he was again unsuccessful by 
reason of the energy, alertness, re- 
sourcefulness and science displayed by 
Oliver Mowat, the premier of On- 
tario and the valiant champion of pro- 
vincial rights. 

Same Cloud Hangs Over, 

The same cloud hangs over our 
heads as a province, the same diffi- 
culty has to be faced over again, do- 
minion government paid employees are 
permitted to step into provincial con- 
tests, as scores of them did at the last 
Alberta general election, and by intimi- 
dation, captation, bribery and fraud, to 
deprive the free and independent voter 
of their birthright to exercise their 
franchise according to their intelligence 
and their conscience. In the consti- 
tuency of Beaver River my opponent 
was a homestead inspector. He resign- 
ed immediately before nomination day 
but immediately after polling day he 
resumed his official duties. He car- 
ried his campaign his hands full with 
loaves and fishes supplied by the do- 
minion government, not overlooking to 
recall to the homesteaders that the 
conseryalive party do control the 
eranting of patents. In the riding of 
Peace River the same  condemnabte 
tactics and practices were used, and 
another homestead inspector there be- 
caine a political heeler, a stump speak- 
er, u chief crganizer for the opposition 
candidate while. still drawing a salary 
from the federal chest as a civil ser- 
vant, 

Is the famlly compact going to be re- 
vived? 

I say ‘Give me anything but a civil 
servant domination. It is the worse 
kind of despotism." 

Serious dangers evidently — result 
from the retention of our provincial re- 
sources by the Ottawa government. 
From 1905 to 1944 the Alberta con- 
servaltive party has been clamoring in 
this respect with no uncertain sound.

Address of Mr. Pingle.

Ifon, C. W. Fisher ‘for the office of 
speaker yesterday aflernoon, Mr. 
Michener, the leader of his majesty's | 
loval opposition, arose and spoke iin 
defenee of the gentleman from ‘Coch- 
rane, as it were. Of course Mr. 
Michener intended to be complimen- 
tary, and ‘his sincerity is unquestioned. 
In sepulehral tones ‘he eulogized the 
the speaker. Thal’s the trouble with 
Brother Michener. He is so everlast- 
ingly solemn that he agitates the 
lachrymalforgans of -all who hear him.

be deprived of the chance to buy a 
brace for his family. The “pump” 
gun was slated for legal slaughter, 
but practically all the members are 
opposed to any amendment prohibiting 
its use. They say it is the poor man's 
Weapon, and to legislate it out of exist- 
ence would mean the confiscation of 
hundreds of guns which farmers can 
searcely afford to replace, even though 
whey have bumper crops this — year, 
Nevertheless and notwithstanding, 
there will be some warm discussion 
when the amendments to the fish and 
game law are brought down. 

A Few Jokers, 


The Edmonton builders would like 
a few amendments to the mechanics' 
lien law, Whielh may not meet with 
the approval of the trades and labor 
council, One suggested amendment 
would prohibit liens on contracts in- 
volving less than $500. In other 
words, if a laborer worked on ‘a build- 
ing Job t*at cost less than $500, he 
could not fille a lien for ‘his pay. <An- 
other amendment, if enacted, would 
becloud title to property, calling as it 
does for a regislered estimate of cost.

Legislation Compelling This is 
Planned for Passage at 
This Session, 


Hereafter all threshing machines in 
the province of Alberta must be regis- 
tered, provided the administration en- 
acts a piece of legishation to that effect, 
Which is now in contemplation, This 
Will mot involve any expense on the 
part of ithe threshermen, ‘but {t will 
give the government authorities the 
names and address of every operator 
or owner of a thresher dn the provinee, 
and so enable the department of agri- 
culture to get more accurate crop re- 
turns, 

“We do our utmost every year lo ob- 
tain a reliable cheek on crop yields,” 
said a prominent oMecial of the govern- 
ment, “but usually after we have com- 
pleted our reports we find a maverick 
thresher here and there of whose ex- 
Istence We knew nothing. If every 
thresherman-ayas compelled to register, 
Wwe Would know the loeation of all, As 
it is, the Abberta crop is underestimat- 
ed annually to the detriment of the 
province. Many threshermen are re- 
lnetant about making returns. They 
should realize that all the government 
wants is a correct crop estimate in 
order that the average yield may ‘be 
determined. We are not prying into 
anybody's ‘business. Threshers'’ re- 
turns are not public property, nor 4s 
there any way by which individual re- 
turns may (be obbained other than 
‘through tthe thresherman himself. We 
are maturally proud of Alberta's grain 
production and we want the world to 
know exactly what this province can 
do. Tam satisfied that the estimates 
of our grain production are far ex- 
cecded by the real figures. It will not 
oeeasion the threshermen any trouble 
to compel them to register, and this 
should be done.” 


SAYS RUSSIA HAS BETTER 
LAWS THAN IN AMERICA 


President of Court of Appeals In the 
Czar’s Domains Also Declares 
Poor are Well Guarded 


New York, Sept. 147—According to 
Nicolaf Federoff, president of the court 
of appeals of Russia, the highest court 
of the empire, who arrived here yes- 
terday on a short vacation, Russia has 
a better system of laws than the Unit- 
ed States in one respect—the courts 
are kept entirely distinct from poll- 
ties, 

“Phe poor, too, are better taken care 
of in a Russian court,” he added, “If 


-a poor person becomes concerned In 


any legal matter, civil or criminal, and 
lacks money to hire a lawyer, one fs 
assigned him—and a good one, too.
